Allison and Judege Pierce,—The Oty Commis-
sicner Contested Eleotion Case— Decision in Facor
of David P, Weaver.—The Court this morning
decided the celebrated City Commisstoner con-
tested election case of Weaver vs. Given, decree-
ing that David P, Weaver was daly elected to
the office of City Commissioner on the second
Tueeday of October last,

It would have been weil, we think, if they had
further decided that Myp, Given should bear all
the nnunmerable expenses which bave been
incurred in comtesting sucecessiully his fraudu-
lent attempl to toice himsell into an oflicial
position to which he was not elected by the
people.  The opinion of the Court, delivered by
the President Judge, Is as lollows:—

In the Matter of the Contested Election and
Return of John Given to the Omiee ol City
Comnussioner,.—Allison, P, J.
This case, as iv stands berore the Court upon
the testimony which has been taken by the
respondent, John Given, and the rebutiiog tes.
timony of the petitioner, 1@ ripe for tinal judg-
ment, it, upon the consideration of that rest-
mony, we should be ol 1ne opinion thut it is net
our duty to send the ease buck to the Examiner
to take lurther proos, under the speeitieations
contained in the answer, whicl charge that
the several eleciion divisions therewy mentioned
the directory provicions ol the elecdon laws
bave been to a grent exrent disregavded and
omtted, and which contain also charges of gro-s
migconduct and official misbehuvior on the part
of the officers of the said election divisions,
The respondent asked 10 ve allowed to prove
the truth of the allegations therein contained,
in support o1 his claim, to have execluied trom
the general return the entire vour ol the election
divisions enumerated wm the answer, in which
eas frauds and rregalardies are asserted to
ave been commmitted.
For the reasons assigned In the opinion of the
Court upon the motion o quash the answer, wo
have held the hund of the respondent, in 8o far
a8 to prevent his taking testimony in support ot
these allegntions, untl he should (st have
exnibited bis pronts of positive and specifie
ivauds in the vole cast or retarned jor Davia P,
Weaver at the eleetion 1n Ootobor last, which,
in his answer, he nsferts to bé more than suth
clent to overbalance Weaver's mufority, atter
the rejeetion of the army vote, and woich he
claimed 1o have deduected from the ageuregate
return for Weaver,
We then said, it the respondent can success-
fully atiack any considerable number of votes
cust for David P. Wenver, 8o us to approach his
wajority, based on acalculation which excluded
the army vote from the count, sud which, us
the case then stood, gave to Weaver an apparent
majority ot 607, we will then be prepared to
open the door for an examiuation iuto churges
ot ofticial misconduct on the part ol the oiticers
of the election. The guestion which we are
now required first to consider is, the one thos
reserved, What does tae evidence as now pre.
sented demand at our hands f—a decision on the
provls us they have been submitted ¥ or ought we
to advance to the investigation of cbarges ol
officin] misconduet to which we have rererren !
To the vpinion which we expressed on the mo-
tion to guash we still adhere, that the bold and
Hagrant frand conncoicd with the army vote,
which wae establi=hed beyond sucoessiul contra-
diction or reasonable question, required us to
nold thar nothing short of proof of iraud equally
specitic and dircet ought to be weighed by tae
Court us a get-off 1o & deliberately planned sys-
tem of wholesale forgery, which, before the
Return Judges, overthrew the real majority ot
Weaver, ns it appeared upon the face of the
returne of the home vote, and gave the election
10 Given by & majority ot 322,

Wesald to the respondent that a forgery, so

#s and extensive in it charncter, so defiant

n its assault vpon the expressed will of the
people, and so successful in itz inteaded purpose,
when detected and exposed by the clearest evi-
dence, which wias wholly uncontradicted, onght
nct to be allowed to be turned aside or over-
come, except by the estabhshment of other
irauds—plain, palpable, and direct—aflecting a
sufficient number of voles to change the result,
which wonld be rerched if the case rested
where the exclusion of the military vote placed
it, Our lunguage was—"If this cannot be done,
we are of the opinion that evidence should not,
in & case like tnis one, be allowed to be gone
into, with the view of esiablishing certain
allegntions, from which we are to be asked to
infer {raud.”

An exsmination of the evidence taken before
the Examiner, with the exception ot that por-
tion of it which aitacks a small number of
votes clearly proved to be fraudulent, satisfies
us that it Elle far short of the prescrive |
standard., To & very large extent, it ia made up
of ihe testimony of searchers, who were sent to
make inquiry for the persons whose names were
found on the liste of volers, u8 they were rte-
turned by the officers of the clection,

This kind of evidence was first allowed to be
introduced in & contest of thie character, in
Mann's case, where, after long and earnest dis-
cussion, 1t was decided that it wns an item of
proot, that although It was lable to the opjec-
ton of being hearsay testimony, yet irom the
necessities of the case It wag proper to allow
the results of such an examinstion sud search
to be submitted, slong with other evidence in
the cause, 1o the consideration of the Court, and
1o be fudged of by the intrinsic evidenoce of ity
worth In each election contest as it should be

presented.

But in the final opimon in Mann's case, Judge
Thompseon says: ““Weconsider tne evideace as 10
residence, as derived from the canvassors on
both sides, and from the assessors, a8 (00 unre.
liable to torm the basis of s declsion,”

The whole number of votes cast for orre-
turned for the contesiant, which are sought to
be attacked by the evidence peed by che res
spondent, other than the testimonyof the cun-
yaseers, fall short, &8s we compuie them, of
seventy votes, leaving ail that remains of the
entire pumber, whose honesty or legality was in
amy way lm hed, to rest upon the testimony

This s ctatiog the question at issue between the
contestani and the respondent, in the strongesy
aspeot possibie 1o favor of the respondent,
tnpon the case as it now stands belore the Court.
It takes for granted thav all the persoas not
found in ihe Inqlulr\' made for them, whose
names are returned as having voted at the last
election in the disputed election divislons, other
than those who were produced by or nocounted
tor by the contestant, were illezal voters, or that
the return as to them is fulge and teandolenw.
But we are very lar from having arrived at
any such conclusion; 1t is one thing to question,
or impeach, or atack 4 vore or a retirn ol
votes, but it 1s a very ditferent matter to prove
that which sucecessiully overthrods such vole
or return,

In the above statement we set down a9
proved agmnst the confestant, eyvory vote to
which the evidence of the respondent i- at

teropled to be applied in support ol the allega
tion that it w iraudulent, and having dowe
this he is £till in a clear minorlty ol seventy-
BOVED VOles,

In the ealoulation of the respondent, he dovs
not take inte the count ol votes to be deducted
from the searchers’ report, the number of per-
sons proved berore the Examiner a8 vesiding in
the severnl election divisious, by witnesses called
lo testity to the lact ot residence, from their
personal knowledge., This be calls hearsay
evidence, and on this ground rejects it as not
suflicient 1o establish the concluslon of lact,

But 1t Is 0 msapplication of the terim hearsay,
1o apply it to evldence ol this deseriotion, HMear-
say evidence, accurntely detined, 12 the evidence
ol one, who relateg no' what bhe knows ol his
own knowledge, but what he has heard (rom
others. The fact of residence in a paridealar
place may be as well known 1o a witness called
to prove such feet 68 it can be known to the
person whose residence 15 in dwspote, And the
knowleduee of the inet sought 10 be established
may pe, and generally is, wholly inadenendent
ol what any one may have communicated to
the witnes:. Tha vores proved by this kind of
evidence must, therctors, be taken into the
caleulntion as kaving been established by legal
and competent testunons,

This enleulation eivesto the respondent every-
thing to wheeh he hos sat up o clatn, as having
been proved in his fuvor by thg evidence tuken
in support and i contradictign of tne allega-
tions ol fruud contained in his wnswer, when in
fact thut evidenee, excopt as it applies to the
comparatively few casex ol wctunl Iraud, earab-
lishes nothing upon which 4 judezment of the
Court could be sately rested,

Take from the 799 voled attacked in the Sixth,
Seventh, and Ewehth Divigions o!f the Fourta
Ward, and the Fourth of the Twenty-titth Ward,
all that are in any way atfected by other evi-
dence, stated at wore than their full number ot
70 votes, und it leaves over T0) votes, having
pothing to support their standing in the canse,
as proof for the respondent, except the unsats
factory and unreliable testimony of the can-
vassere, Thie kind ol evidence, in its best nspect,
insuflicient ot iwelf| in » majority of instances,
to prove the actual non-residence ot a voter, is
shown by the testimony of the contestant to be,
in this eause, eutitled 1w but Little eredit; 220 ot
the persons who conld not be found by the can-
vassers were brought before the Examiner to
prove theiwr residence In thelr respeciive elee-
tion divi-ions, and the residences ol fifty-tive
others were sworn to by witnes<es, who claimed
to nave personal knowledae of the facts of
which they testified. The evidence shows the
ennvass was conducted not in the most eareful
munner, as the following tuble will prove, Of
the voters who conld not be found by the
searchers it was shown that:—

A number of these per«ons testified that they
owned the properties in which they lived, and
others that their numes and business appeared
on signs on their houses.

These {acts show how little credit onght be
attached to that which constitutes the chiet
support of the respondent’s cnse, and upon
which he aeks to be allowed to advance beyond
the bounds to which the former order of the
Court restricted him, Bot we thiok thut he has
utterly failed to make ont & case which requires
us, or in which it would be right,to protract the
hearing, by allowing time for testimony, which
it before us, and added to thut already taken,
would not change or atffeet our opinlon of what
the fnal judgment of the Court should be,

In reaching thig conclusion we desre to ex-
press ourselves, in the strongeft manner pos-
sible, as intending in no degree to shake or
lessen the force of what was said in the opinion
of the Court 1n the Mann and Cassidy contest,
a8 to the right and the propricty, In a proper
cnse, of poing lauto un examination ol cherges ol
gross miscovduct of the officers conducting an
election. Aud fo repeat, nud adopt it as toe
opinion of the Court at this time, * that such
conduct i#, and ought to be, a subject of con-
sideration, as conneoted with the investigation
ol election trauds.”

And we alzo reaflfirm the opinlon then an-
nounced, that where the entire proceedings
connected with the conduct of an eleciion are
s0 turnished by the fraudulent and meghgent
ncts of the officers charged with the perform-
ance of the most golemn and responsible dutles,
#0 that the returns are not intelligible, or the
election, because of such traudulent conduct, is

rendered unreliable In such u case, it way
become obligatory on the Oourt to throw
out from the general return the entire return
of such election divislon. Nor do we intend to
be noderstood as overlooking or questioning the
principle u which that case wus declded,
namely, to treat as fraudulent the names of un-
assegsed voters which appear upon the luta kept
as a record of the persons voting at an election,
when the proportion of unassessed names 1y
largely In excess ol what is usval snd common;
where the elecilons are fairly and honestly con-
ducted; and where they are kept in entire disre

of the searc which, 28 we huve seen, was
held by the Court, in the case o which the pre-
was established for the wtroduction of

gard of the requirements which the law pre-

reribes for this olass of voters. If the badges of
lugality are wenting in respoct fo persons who,
prima faete, are not eni tled to vote, and they
aprear in ondue proportion on the lists ol votera
we will not besitute to adont the course punuaj
in Manc’s ease, and reject all snch votes unless
by prooi they are shown to be legal

And this course upon both of these grounds
would have been sdopted, in this case, il the
iniraduction into it of the frandulent army vote
had not made the principles roled in Mann's
onse inapplicable to the one now before s,

In our judgment, it would be unequal, and
therefore uniair, as u rule of evidence, to
pernnit & traod like that which depnved the
contestant ol an office, to which he waa clearly
entitled by the regalar and legitimate relurns,
which defrauded the people of their elect
official to_be balanced or welghed, much more
to allow It to be overborne, by evidence of a

eatly Infertor grade. The mere nfarence or
cpnl deduction trom the premises mentioned,
and vpon which the respondent rests his case,
cannol be set off against the proofol Aagrant
erime, the benefit of which has inured to the
respondent, and by which the contestant has
been unjustly kept from that which rightfally
belongs to bhim, .

For the reasons nbove stated, nud npon the
evidence before us, 11 BECOMES OUR DUTY 10

We ure happy to smnounce n decided reac-
tonury movement towards simplicity of attire,
There can be no question that luxory in dress
ha#, ol late, been wdulged in to an slarmiog
excesd, 1v I8, therefore, gratifying to observe
that the leaders of fushion now show a deculed
iuclination to allow the judiciously elegant to
repluce the merely expensive, We no ooger
sre tollete covercd ana  spackhng with gold aud
silver, those theatrical ornsments having given
piace to vibbons, flowers, laces, ou®  The wate-
rinls most in vogue at the present moment are
tenox, mohalr, alpaca, and & great varioty of
lancy materials, such ws snltane, which s n mix-
tare o silk snd wool. Foulards are, of course,
momenzely in request, Toere iz, perhaps, no
iabric 80 much worn. It is made in endiess
varietics ol gquality and style, so as 1o suit the
taste undd wesans o every one, Moire antignes,
pouid de sorw, thick tanetas, and sach heavy
materials, only switable for colder weather, all
pave to give place Lo the foulard, Gase de
Chambery, mousselin de soie, and other very
thin and expenzive materials, are reserved for
indoor or evening wenr, White toilets are made
i all fubries, and have one great advantage —
by changing the color of the ornaments, or the
style of their disposition, one can alwiys give
tiem & new nppearance with very little expenso
or trouble.

The skirts of all dresses, let the material ba
what they wmay, wre cut on the bias, In case o1
their being musling, or equally thin fnbries, the
back breadth is not gored. The slope ol the
side breadth 15, of course, put to the buack, ns it
would be under uny eircumstances. Indoor
dresses und toleites de visite have very long
tralng, and are sloped round the bottom of the
akirt, and excessively plain at the hips, Bodies
also 4re motl so very short-walsted a8 they were
o hirtle time ginee: in fact, the efforts made by
a misgnided few to Introduce an eccontric style
of dress have talled, ana the short waists and
lone, trathng oresges, clinging round the feet,
are confined to those who do not hesitate to
nuke any sncntice ol taste and appearsace in
milrr to attract sttestion or look diderent from
OLners,

A tew weeks ogo, ladies who could afford to
wedr nine or ten founced muslin petticonts,
diccontinued their crinolines; ol course this
made bur very slight diference in the cireum-
ference cither ot the bottom or top of the skirt,
us all these petticonis were so gored as to be
quite plain on the hips. The weather is now
#0 warm that so great 8 weight of skirs would
be unbearable; therefore, at the present mo-
went, under thin dresses, one thick petticoat
and two thm ones are worn over a small erino-
line, vnder thick skirts two petticoats, the one
pext the cage being always white. There are
two ftorms ol crinoline worn—one round and
rather short, for out-of-door dresses whien looped
up; the other rather larger, and with & train, for
mdoor aress or when toe skirt 1s allowed to rest
on the eround.

The petticoats uow are so much shown that

side. For fetes or tollettes de visite black lnce
casaques, neacly tight-fitting, are more elegantly
worn than the bluck Jace shawl that has been
«0 long in favor.  Black silk mantles are not
wuoh worn; they are intended more tor spring
or autumn wear,

There is not much alteration in the form of
bonnets; the Gulette, Lamballe, and Fanchon-
ette being most in favor, The latter is & very
gmail “Fanchon,” merely reaching to the chig-
non, not covering it; and slightly bent ia front.
The Lamballe is perieotly round, but slightiy
bent down ot each gide to the shape of the neud,
and generally hng o Maorie SBtusrt front, The
Galette s also periectly round, but quite flat,
not in any way taking the form of the head.

There is & very slight ditference in the form
of ha's; they are worn In almost all shapes and
giyles. Flowers seem to be preferred to feathers
for trimming them, especlally if they are In.
tended for seaside weur. For morning hats,
flowers would, of course, be too dressy. On
these are worn small wings or straight feathors,

White bodics are of course more in request
than ever, and are made in & variety ol mate-
rlals—oambric, foulard, alpacs, llama, and un-
bleached linen. For evening wear, thinoer
muterials, such as Indian muulin.tgluia or em-
brotdered. When made in these thin fabries,
they are generally arranged with Clany or
valenclennes insertion over colored ribbon or
velvet, We have eseen some very pretty white
muslin bodies, & corselet llke the skirt ls gene
rally worn. ‘l'hei“m made m a varlety of
jorm#, but undoubtedly the most elegant and
recherche s the corselet Medicl and pointed
peplum all cut in one. This should be made in
the color of the trimmings or paiterns on the
dress, The whole body must, of course, have the

harmwony with himsell than the present I8 sup-
posed to be. It s currently reported that an
mntimation has been sent to Mr Stanton 0 the
etlect that hisresignation would be aorcpted
and Lhere is strong ground for the statement
that to morrow not only Stanton, but Speed as
well, will send fu therr letters of withdrawal.
I have this irom a source that i8 entitled to
credit, The same suthority inclines me to say
that Mr. Harlan will not reslen at present unlesa
compelled to do so, notwithstanding his acknow-
ledged lack of uym[)mhy with the poliey of the
Exccutive. The Presidentseems ineclined to
improve the present crisis to entirzly remodel
hir Cabiner, Btanton is the most obnoxious in-
dividual In it. His conduect in anteipating the
wirhes of the President in the muttor of instruc-
tione 1o suborainate otlicers, his hostility 1o the
President on the Panlding case, and nls generul
policy of carrying his own personal prejodice
into his oflicial conduct, us well as his patent
antagonism to the President on political ques-

rione, render It more desusble that he
should withdraw than wany other. The
successor to  Mr. Denison 18 yet une

unamed, although populsr opinion seems to
settle upon Governor Randall as the man,
There is no change in the surmiges to-night as
to the probable successors of other officers,
Geperal Grant will be assmigmed 10 the acting
charge of the War Oflice in the ‘event of Stan-
ton's withdrawal, notwithstanding the friends
ol General Dix are pushing bis neme'tor the ap-
pointment as Secretary, Judge Browning will
have the Interior Department,  The Law Office
soems 1o be undetermined, The feeble health
ot the Presideut has doubtless had a tendency
10 delay the determination of these mutiers to-
day; but it is asserted by those in 4 pesitioa to
know, that to-morrow will witness a general
revolution in the Cabinet organization,

THE PRESIDENT AND TOE PHILADE LPHIA CONVEN-
TION.

Statements haxe been going freely to the press
in regard to the intentions and plans of the
President in the future, many of which are
w holly unauthorized and most entirely wrong.
I am nuthorized to say that the President has no
intention whatever of being present at the Philn-
delphin Conventton, He does openly and unde-
rlably sympathize with the Convention, and witl
vxert all s infloence to make it afsnccess; but
nx the Convention s called to express the views
ot the people, und of the whole people, on the
Tn-stiunn now agititing the pation, the Presi-
dent does rot deew it delicate or proper that
he should he present, more paricularly so as
his own acts will be passed upon more rigidly
than any other topies,

pext was called November 15, 1837, by Lord
Melbourne, and by that minister dissoly June
23, 1841, The succeeding parliament was called
Angust 1R, 1841, by Lord Melbourne, and dis.
solved July 23, 1847, by Lord John Rusaell,
Assembling on November 18, 1847, under the
leadership of Lord John Russell, this parliasment
was dissolved by Lord Derby, July 1, 1852, Lord
Derby's tirst flament wee called on November
4, 1842, nnd dissolvel March 21, 1857, by Lord
Palmerston. This house, called by Lord Pal-
merston, April 80, 1857, was dissolved April 28,
1869, by Lord Derby. The conservative leadar's
second Jmlmment. called May 31, 18569, waa
dissolved July 8, 1866, by Lord Palmerston. The
late premier did not live to meet his second
parlinment, and it s, therefore, difficult to say
whether it would have acted as the majority of
ita predecessors, and turned out the minister
whose pohey It hud been returned to support.
